Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1949, 
which  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Circular  2/50,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  25th

These  rates  have  been  calculated  on  the  estimated  resident 
population  supplied  to  me  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  mid- 
year, 1949. 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  (10.7)  is  obtained  by  multiplying 
the  uncorrected  rate  by  the  factor  of  correction  for  Chanctonbury 
R.D.,  viz.  0.80.  The  corrected  death  rate  represents  what  the 
death  rate  for  Chanctonbury  R.D.  would  be  if  the  population 
contained  proportionately  the  same  number  of  males  and  females 
in  each  of  the  age  groups  as  enumeration  in  the  1931  census 
revealed  in  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  The  factor  of  correction 
being  less  than  i,  indicates  that  the  population  of  Chanctonbury 
R.D.  consists  of  a larger  proportion  of  people  at  the  ages  at  which 
death  is  more  likely  to  occur  than  does  the  population  of  England 
and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  various  mortality  rates  of  the  district  during  the  past  year 
as  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales 
and  the  urban  and  rural  districts  of  West  Sussex  are  shown  in  a 
comparative  table  on  page  4.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  comprises  an  area  of  56,239 
acres  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  County  of  West  Sussex.  Running 
East  and  West  through  the  district  is  a range  of  downs  rising  to  a 
height  of  800  feet ; two  river  valleys,  the  Adur  and  the  Arun,  cut 
through  this  range,  the  River  Adur  to  find  its  outlet  to  the  sea  at 
Shoreham,  and  the  River  Arun  to  find  its  outlet  to  the  sea  at 
Littlehampton. 

The  district  consists  mainly  of  agricultural  land.  The  chief 
industries  of  the  district  are  Agriculture,  Brick  Making,  Tile 
Making  and  Cement  Manufacture.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA. 

Chanctonbury  is  one  of  the  constituent  Authorities  in  the  West 
Sussex  (Southern)  United  M.O.H.  Districts. 

The  Public  Health  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  the  Cdief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  Brockway, 
M.B.E.,  the  Deputy  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  Brace, 
and  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Clarke. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  INSURANCE  ACT,  1946. 

Since  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  force  on  July 
5th,  1948,  the  following  services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority,  which  is  the  West  Sussex  Count}^  Council.

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I.  Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

(a)  Nursing- 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  in  the  area. 

(b)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  provide  Centres  at  Storring- 
ton,  Henfield,  Pulborough,  Seeding  and  Steyning. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  by  the  County  Council  at 
Pulborough,  Steyning  and  Storrington. 

(c)  School  Clinics. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  Health  Centres  at 
Chichester,  Littlehampton,  Lancing,  Shoreham-by-Sea  and  Hor- 
sham, at  which  Minor  Ailment  Clinics,  Eye  Clinics,  Orthopaedic 
Clinics,  Dental  Clinics  and  Speech  Therapy  Clinics  are  held. 

Ear  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Chichester  Health  Centre  and 
appointments  are  made  for  children  suffering  from  ear  disease  to 
attend. 

Children  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are 
treated  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton,  or  the 
Worthing  Hospital. 

(d)  Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  held  at  the 
Worthing  Hospital  ever)'  Monday  at  10.30  a.m.,  and  is  available 
to  all  residents  in  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District. 

(e)  Venereal  Diseases. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  arrangements 
entitling  residents  in  the  district  to  attend  the  Clinics  for  Venereal 
Diseases  held  at  Worthing  Hospital. 

(f)  Ambulance  Service. 

Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  operate  .the 
Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the  County.  Calls  for  an 
ambulance  are  made  through  the  doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on 
the  case  or  through  the  Police. 

Lists,  showing  names  and  addresses  of  midwives,  health 
visitors  and  general  nurses,  may  be  seen  at  County  Libraries,  Town 
Halls,  or  Offices  of  Local  District  Councils,  and  the  Public  Health 
Department,  County  Hall,  Chichester.  Information  as  to  the 
situation  of  clinics  and  times  of  sessions  may  be  obtained  from  the 
same  sources,  or  from  the  local  midwife,  health  visitor  or  general 
nurse. 
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II.  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services. 

A comprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is  provided  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can  arrange  whatever  forms 
of  treatment  are  needed  for  their  patients  in  general  or  special 
hospitals,  whether  as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital  accom- 
modation of  a private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circumstances, 
subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of  cases  are  thus  provided 
for  — medical,  surgical,  maternity,  infectious  diseases,  and  those 
requiring  sanatorium  or  mental  hospital  treatment. 

The  Worthing  Group  Hospitals  comprise  Worthing,  South- 
land=',  Swsndean,  Littlehampton  and  Arundel  Hospitals;  Zachary 
Merton  Maternity  Home,  Rustington,  and  certain  Convalescent 
Homes. 

III.  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services. 

Everyone  is  entitled  as  part  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
National  Health  Service  to  general  medical  care,  and  dental  care 
when  this  can  be  arranged,  to  receive  necessary  medicines  and 
appliances,  and  to  be  supplied  with  glasses  if  necessary.  Local 
arrangements  for  these  services  are  organised  through  the  National 
Health  Service  Executive  Council  for  West  Sussex,  63,  South 
Street,  Chichester., 

LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE. 

No  local  Acts,  Special  Orders,  General  Adoptive  Acts  or  Bye- 
laws relating  to  the  public  health  have  come  into  force  during  1949.

Diphtheria. 

Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year.  One 
case  was  an  adult,  the  other  was  a child  who  had  previously  been 
immunised. 


Poliomyelitis. 

Five  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  Upper  Beeding  in  July 
and  August,  and  three  in  Steyning  in  August.  In  October  one  case 
occurred  in  Amberley  and  one  in  Storrington.  All  the  cases  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  Two  cases  proved  fatal,  two  recovered,  and 
the  remaining  six  cases  are  still  under  treatment  at  the  time  of 
writing. 

A special  report  on  the  outbreak  at  Beeding  and  Steyning  was 
sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  REGULATIONS 

1925. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  notice  under  these 
Regulations  which  prevent  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
taking  part  in  the  production  of  milk. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  Section  172. 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  under  this 
Section,  which  gives  power  to  Sanitary  Authorities  to  apply  in 
special  cases  for  a Magistrate’s  Order  tor  the  removal  of  Tuber- 
culous persons  to  an  Institution  for  isolation. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  following 
information: — 

Water. 

Since  ist  April,  1947,  the  water  undertakings  of  this  Council 
have  been  merged  into  the  North  West  Sussex  Joint  Waterboard 
consistmg  of  representatives  of  Chanctonbury  R.D.C.,  Horsham 
Urban  District  Council,  Horsham  Rural  D.C.  and  representatives 
from  rne  County  Council. 

All  the  parishes  in  the  area  except  Steyning,  Bramber  and 
Upper  Beeding,  have  a piped  supply  ot  main  water  obtained  from 
the  N.W.  Sussex  Joint  Waterboard  bores  situated  at  Nutbourne, 
Smock  Alley,  West  Chiltington  and  Washington. 

Steyning,  Bramber  and  Upper  Beeding  have  a piped  supply 
from  the  Steyning  Waterworks  Co.,  obtained  at  the  Steyning 
Waterworks  situate  in  Upper  Beeding.  Steyning  Waterworks  Co. 
also  supply  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  water  used  in  the 
parishes  of  Henfield,  Shermanbury  and  Woodmancote  (the  N.W. 
Sussex  Joint  Waterboard's  mains  are  also  connected  to  the  main 
supply  servnig  these  parishes) . 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  samples  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  North  West  Sussex  Joint  Waterboard,  but  a sample  is  taken  by 
the  Local  Authority  once  a month  at  random  throughout  the  district 
from  premises  supplied  by  a main  supply;  these  have  proved  to  be 
satisfactory  in  every  case. 

In  addition,  ten  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
two  for  chemical  examination  were  obtained  from  the  source  of  the 
Steyning  Waterworks  Co.  All  the  results  were  satisfactory. 


Private  Sources. 

Five  samples  were  obtained  from  four  private  sources  of  supply 
serving  twenty  premises.  One  of  these  sources  was  the  springs 
supplying  the  hamlet  of  Edburton.  Analyses  proved  in  four  cases 
that  the  water  was  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 
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It  was  also  found  without  sampling  that  a further  eighty-three 
premises  were  obtaining  their  water  supply  from  unsatisfactory 
sources.  Of  the  combined  total  twenty-seven  are  now  connected 
to  a main  supply,  eighteen  had  their  sources  of  supply  improved, 
leaving  fifty-eight  premises  without  an  adequate  supply  of  pure 
wholesome  water.

There  are  main  drainage  systems  serving  the  major  parts  ot 
Henfield,  Storrington  and  Steyning.  The  main  drainage  at 
Storrington  is  the  only  modem  and  satisiactory  system.  The 
systems  serv’ing  Henfield  and  Steyning  leave  much  to  be  desired, 
particularly  regarding  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  and  the  outfall 
of  the  sewage  effluent  which  finds  its  way  by  various  routes  into 
the  River  Adur. 

In  addition  to  the  main  drainage  areas  many  of  the  Council 
Housing  Estates  are  sewered  to  disposal  plants  situated  on  the 
Estates. 

As  previously  reported  the  Council  have  main  drainage  schemes 
prepared,  covering  the  whole  of  the  built-up  areas  within  the 
district.  Schemes  for  Bramber,  Upper  Beeding,  Steyning, 
Pulborough,  West  Chiltington  and  Thakeham  are  before  the 
Ministry  of  Health  with  a view  to  sanction  being  obtained. 


(a)  House  Refuse. 

Refuse  is  collected  regularly  from  all  parts  of  the  district, 
weekly  in  the  built-up  area,  fortnightly  in  the  less  populated  and 
monthly  in  the  remote  areas — an  average  of  7,000  dustbins  weekly. 
Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  disposal  places  in 
Henfield,  Washington  and  Steyning. 


(b)  Cesspools. 

This  is  carried  out  by  three  Dennis  emptying  vehicles,  each  of 
750  gallons  capacity.  During  the  year  2,548  cesspools  were  emptied 
and  approximately  3,822,000  gallons  of  cesspool  contents  were 
removed  and  disposed  of  into  sewers  or  on  farm  land. 


(c)  Qosets. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  in  the  unsewered  parts  of  Storrington 
and  from  Crossgates  Cottages,  Amberley.  The  closets  are  emptied 
into  special  adaption  cn  the  cesspool  emptying  plants  and  disposed 
of  at  the  Sewage  Farm,  Storrington.
